Here is a sample gradebook conversion for a student who was evaluated as “GOOD”:

Rubric Score Letter Grade Percentage Point Value (e.g. 50 pts)
46 - 50 points
Good B-, B, B+, A- 80 —91% 40 — 45 points
Developing C-,C,C+ 70 — 79% 35 -39 points
Emerging D-, D, D+ 60 — 69% 30 - 34 points

The student’s final performance would be determined based on the parameters set up by the
department or teacher (e.g., by the level of the rubric where the majority of criteria have been
met). Looking at this assessment, we see that the student has mostly scored in the GOOD
range for this Novice High writing task, earning an overall performance of GOOD.
